In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to 
Article 309 of the Constitution of India , His Highness the 
Rajpramukh hereby makes the following Rules : 

Part 1 - General 
1. Title and commencement. These Rules may be called 
the Travancore -Cochin Civil, Services (Punishment and 
Appeal) Rules, 1956 , and shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. In these Rules unless there is something 
repugnant in the subject or context: 

( a ) " Government" means the Government of Travancore 
Cochin 

(b ) "Government servant" means any person appointed 
to any civil service or post in connection with the affairs of 
the State 

3. Application . These Rules shall apply to every Govern 
ment servant except 

( a ) persons in respect of whom special provision has 
been made by separate agreement; 
..(b ) last grade servants ;: 

( c ) persons employed on deputation terms; 

( d ) persons in respect of whom special provision has 
been made by or under any law for the time being in force. 
4. Decision in case of doubts . If any doubt arises 

(a ) as to whether these Rules apply to any person the 
matter shall be referred to the authority which appointed

(b ) as to whether any person to whom these Rules apply 
belong to a particular service , the matter shall be referred 
to the Head of Department ; 

( c ) as to which of the two or more services is the service 
to which a person to whom these Rules apply belongs, the 
matter shall be referred to the Government ; 
and in each case, the decision of the authority to whom the 
matter is referred shall be final. 

5. Savings. Nothing in these Rules shall operate to 
deprive any right or privilege to which a person is entitled 

(a ) by or under any law for the time being in force ; 

(b ) . by the terms of any contract or agreement sub 
sisting between such person and the Government, 
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Part II — Punishment 
6. Penalties. The following penalties may, for good and 
sufficient reasons, be imposed upon a Government servant, 
viz . 

(a ) Censure ; 
( b ) Fine ; 
c ) Withholding of increment including stoppage at an · 

efficiency bar; 
(d ) Recovering from pay of the whole or part of any 

pecuniary loss caused to Government by negligence 

or breach of orders or duty ; 
( e ) Suspension ; 
(f ) Termination of appointment before the age of super 

annuation ; 
( g ) Reduction of pension ; 
(h ) Reduction in rank, i.e., reduction from a higher to 

a lower service, grade or post or to a lower time 

scale of pay ; 
( i) Removal from service which does not disqualify from 

further employment; 
(j) Dismissal from service which disqualifies from future 

employment. 
Explanation : ( 1 ) The discharge 

(a ) of a person appointed on probation , during or at 
the end of the period of probation on grounds arising out 
of the specific conditions laid down by the appointing autho 
rity such as want of a vacancy, failure to pass the pres 
cribed departmental examination or training ; or 

(b ) of a person appointed otherwise than under contract 
to hold a temporary appointment on the expiration of the 
period of the appointment or on giving him a month s notice 
in lieu thereof ; or 

( c ) of a person engaged under contract, in accordance 
with the terms of the contract, does not amount to removal 
or dismissal within the meaning of this Rule . 

( 2 ) The discharge of a probationer, whether during, or at 
the end of the period of probation , for some specific fault or on 
account of his unsuitability for the service , amounts to removal 
or dismissal within the meaning of this Rule . 
NOTE : (i) The penalty of removal from service may be 

inflicted on a member of a service for general un 
fitness for the duties of his office or in cases where 
the punishment of dismissal is considered to be 

excessive ; 
(ii) The penalty of dismissal may be inflicted for a 

grave misconduct indicating complete unfitness for 
the public service . A person who succeeds in 
obtaining employment by concealment of his 
antecedents , merits dismissal on discovery of the 

true facts. 
( iii ) Suspension preliminary to Departmental proceed 

ings is not a punishment , 


7. Authority empowered to order removal or dismissal. No 
Government servant shall be removed or dismissed by the order 
of any authority subordinate to that by which he was appointed . 
The power to impose other penalties may be delegated by the 
Appointing Authority to any authority subordinate to him . 

8. Procedure for removal, dismissal or reduction in ranke. 
( 1 ) No order imposing the penalties mentioned in Rule 6 ( h ), 
( i ) and ( j ) shall be passed against a Government servant unless 
he has been informed in writing of the grounds on which it is 
proposed to take action , and has been afforded an adequate 
opportunity of defending himself. The grounds on which it is 
proposed to take action shall be reduced or caused to be reduced 
to the form of a definite charge or charges , which shall be 
communicated to the person charged together with a statement 
of the allegations on which each charge is based and of any 
other circumstances which it is proposed to take into considera 
tion in passing orders on the case . He shall be required within 
a reasonable time, to put in a written statement of his defence 
and to state whether he desires to be heard in person . If he 
so desires and if the authority so directs an inquiry shall be 
held . 

At that inquiry documentary evidence may be adduced and 
oral evidence shall be heard as to such of the allegations as are 
not admitted , provided that the officer conducting the inquiry 
may, for special and sufficient reasons to be recorded in writ 
ing, refuse to call a witness. The person charged shall be 
entitled to cross -examine the witnesses called . 

The proceedings shall contain a reasonably sufficient record 
of evidence and a statement of the findings and the grounds 
thereof. In cases where the inquiring officer comes to a con 
clusion that the charges have not been made out he shall in 
addition record a further finding as to whether in his opinion 
the Government servant is free from any blame: 

Provided that this clause shall not apply 

( a ) where a person is dismissed or removed or reduced 
in rank on the ground of conduct which has led to his con 
viction on a criminal charge; 

(b ) where an authority empowered to dismiss or remove 
à person or reduce him in rank is satisfied that for some 
reason , to be recorded by that authority in writing , it is 
not reasonably practicable to give to that person an oppor 
tunity of showing cause or 

( c ) where the Rajpramukh is satisfied that in the 
interest of the security of the State, it is not expedient to 

give to that person such an opportunity . 
NOTE : If any question arises whether it is reasonably practica 

ble to give any person an opportunity of showing 
cause under clause (b ) of this proviso , the decision 
thereon of the authority empowered to dismiss or 
remove such person or to reduce him in rank as the 
case may be, shall be final. 


Provided further that it shall not be necessary to follow 
the full procedure prescribed in this Rule in the case of a pro 
bationer discharged in the circumstances described in explana 
tion ( 2 ) under Rule 6. In such cases it will be sufficient if the 
probationer is given an opportunity to show cause in writing 
against the discharge after being apprised of the grounds on 
which it is proposed to discharge him and his reply duly con 
sidered before orders are passed . 
( 2 ) The inquiry referred to in sub-rule ( 1) above may be held 
by 

( i) the Appointing Authority , or 
(ii) the Head of Department, or 

(iii) an Officer of the department appointed by the 
Appointing Authority or Head of Department who has 
nothing to do with the subject matter of the inquiry or who 
is not connected otherwise with the Government servant 
whose conduct is under inquiry, or 

(iv ) a special officer or tribunal appointed by the Govern 
ment for the purpose . 

( 3 ) No person who is called upon to defend himself against 
the charges which form the subject matter of an inquiry against 
him shall be allowed to engage a counsel : 

Provided that if a counsel is engaged on behalf of any 
Department of Government the person against whom the 
charges are being inquired into shall be entitled to engage a 
counsel 

( 4 ) (a ) If the inquiry under sub-rule ( 1 ) is held by any 
person other than the appointing authority the proceedings 
containing the record of evidence, the findings and the grounds 
therefor shall be forwarded by the inquiring officer or the 
tribunal to the appointing authority . The appointing authority 
shall on an examination of such proceedings record his findings 
on the several charges inquired into and record a further find 
ing in cases where no charges have been made out whether the 
Government servant is free from blame. 

( b ) After the appointing authority records his findings 
under clause ( a ) of this sub -rule or under sub -rule ( 1 ) he shall 
come to a provisional conclusion in regard to the penalty to be 
imposed and then consult the Public Service Commission for 
advice. On receipt of the advice of the Public Service Com 
mission the appointing authority shall call upon the Govern 
ment servant to show cause, within a reasonable time, not 
exceeding one month , against the particular penalty proposed 
to be inflicted . The representations, if any , submitted by the 
Government servant shall be taken into consideration before the 
final order imposing the penalty is passed by the appointing 
authority . In cases where the appointing authority thinks , on 
a consideration of such representation of the Government 
servant , that a lesser penalty need alone be imposed , the 
appointing authority may consult,the Public Service Commis 
sion once again before passing final orders . 


(5 ) The pay and allowance of a person who is dismissed or 
removed from service shall cease from the date of such dis 
missal or removal, but a person under suspension preliminary 
to the Departmental inquiry shall be granted such subsistence 
and other allowances as may be admissible under the Service 
Regulations. 

(6 ) The departmental inquiry referred to in sub -rule ( 1 ) 
above shall be conducted as expeditiously as the circumstances 
of the case may permit , particularly one against an officer under 
suspension . 

9. Procedure for the imposition of penalties other than 
those mentioned in Rule 8. ( 1 ) No order imposing the penal 
ties mentioned in Rule 6 (d ) , ( e ), (f ) and ( g ) shall be passed 
unless the person , concerned has been given an adequate oppor 
tunity of making any representation he may desire to make 
and such representation , if any, has beeri duly taken into 
consideration before the orders are passed : 

Provided that the requirement of this sub-rule may, for 
sufficient reasons, to be recorded in writing be waived when 
there is genuine difficulty in observing them and they can be 
waived without injustice to the person concerned . 

( 2 ) The authority imposing any of the penalties referred 
to in sub -rule ( 1 ) above shall maintain a record showing 

( a ) the allegations upon which he proceeded against the 
person punished , 

(b ) his representation , if any, and the evidence taken 
if any, and 

( c ) the findings and the grounds thereof . 

(3 ) Before imposing the penalties specified in Rule 6 (d ), 
( f) and ( g ) the authority imposing the penalty shall consult 
the Public Service Commission before final orders are passed . 

(4 ) Whenever it is decided to impose the penalties men 
tioned in Rule 6 ( a ) , (b ) and ( c ) the authority imposing the 
penalties shall inform the person concerned both of the fact 
that such order has been passed and also of the reason for 
which it has been passed . 

10. Cases in which Public Service Commission need not be 
consulted . Notwithstanding anything contained in Rules 8 and 

( a ) it shall not be necessary to consult the Fublic Service 
Commission for the imposition of any penalty in the case of 
any Government servant holding any of the posts specified 
in Annexure III to the Public Service Commission Consultation 
Regulation 1953; 

( b ) it shall not be necessary for the Public Service Com 
mission to be consulted on a disciplinary matter by any autho 
rity other than Government. 
NOTE : The Chief Secretary and Secretaries to Government 

for the purpose of disciplinary control over the staff 
directly employed under them , will be deemed to be 
exercising their disciplinary jurisdiction as Heads of 
Departments and not as representing Government.

Part III — Reviews and Appeals 
11. Review and appeal. Every person shall have a right to 
file a review application to the authority passing against him 
any order imposing any of the penalties specified in Rule 6 for 
reconsideration of the order passed . In the event of his review 
application having been rejected , he shall have a right to file 
an appeal to the next higher authority against the order unless 
it is an order of the Government. 

12. Orders which may be passed by appellate authority and 
effect to be given . ( 1 ) In the case of an appeal against an 
order imposing any penalty specified in Rule 6 , the appellate 
authority shall consider 

(a ) whether the facts established afford sufficient 
ground for taking action ; 

(b ) whether the facts on which the order was based have 
been established ; 

( c ) whether the penalty is excessive, adequate or in 
adequate ; and after such consideration shall pass such 
orders as it thinks proper either confirming the order 
appealed against or remitting, reducing or enhancing the 
penalty : 

Provided that no penalty shall be enhanced unless oppor 
tunity is given to the person concerned to show cause why the 

nalty shamuauthority from whose order an appeal is preferred 
under these rules shall give effect to any order made by the 
appellate authority . 

13. Second appeal when a penalty is enhanced . In all cases 
in which an appellate authority other than the Government 
enhances the penalty inflicted by an authority subordinate to 
the appellate authority upon a person , such person shall be 
entitled to submit a second appeal to the authority superior to 
the appellate authority : 

Provided that no appeal or second appeal shall lie against 
the orders of the Government . 

14. Public Service Commission to be consulted. In cases 
where the original order_imposing the penalty was passed 
after consultation with the Public Service Commission no order 
imposing the penalty may be varied in review or appeal or 
second appeal except after consulting the Public Service Com 
mission once again . 

15. Manner of presentation of appeals. Every appeal pre 
ferred under these Rules shall be accompanied by the original 
or a certified copy of the order against which the appeal is 
preferred and shall contain all material statements and argu 
ments relied on by the applicant, shall contain no disrespectful 
or improper language, and shall be complete in itself ; and every 
such appeal shall be submitted direct to the appellate authority . 
referred to in Rule 11 or 13 in either case within three months 
after the date on which the appellant was informed of the order 
appealed against . 
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16. Manner for the disposal of appeal. The appellate autho 
rity shall call for a report and the records of the case from 
the authority against whose order the appeal has been pre 
ferred before passing any order on the appeal. 

17. No counsel in review or appeal. No person shall be 
entitled to engage a counsel in the review or appeal petition pre 
sented by him nor is he entitled to an oral hearing. 
Part IV – Pay and other Allowances after Reinstatement 

18. Payment of remuneration for the period of suspension . 
When the suspension of a person preliminary to departmental 
inquiry is held to have been unjustifiable or not wholly justifi 
able , or when a person who has been dismissed removed or 
suspended is reinstated he may be granted for the period of 
his absence from duty 

(a ) if he has been found free from any blame under 
Rule 8 or by the reviewing appellate or revising authority , 
the full pay to which he would have been entitled if he 
had not been dismissed , removed or suspended and, by 
an order to be separately recorded any allowance of which 
he was in heceipt prior to his dismissal, removal or suspen 
sion, or 

( b ) if otherwise , such proportion of pay and allowance 
as the appropriate authority may prescribe : 

Provided that any subsistence allowance paid under Rule 8 
(5 ) shall be deducted from the amount payable under this 
rule . 
NOTE : ( 1 ) In a case covered by clause ( a ) the period of 

absence from duty will be treated as a period 
spent on duty while in a case falling under clause 

(b ) it will not be treated as a period spent on 

duty unless the appropriate authority so directs . 
( 2 ) The appropriate authority may convert a period 

spent under suspension into one of leave . 
( 3 ) In a case where a Government servant is punished 

by an original authority but the order is revised 
in review , appeal or revision the Government 
servant should be reinstated with effect from the 
date of the original order and should not be 
deprived of a part or the whole of his emolu 
ments during the interval between the dates of 

the original and final orders . 
(4 ) If the authority finds the Government servant to 

be blameworthy but the order passed to be too 
severe, it may, if it so desires, order restoration 
from the date of the final order. In such a case 
the demand for recovery of the additional pay 
drawn by some other person during the period in 

question will not arise . 
( 5 ) Leave may not be granted to a person under sus 

pension. 
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(6 ) Posts vacated by a person removed or dismissed 

from service may be filled up subject to the con 
dition that the arrangements so made will be 

revised if such person is reinstated . 
( 7 ) The grant of pay and allowance under these 

Rules does not cancel any acting arrangements 
which may have been in force during the period 
of a person s suspension , removal or dismissal. 

Part V --Submission of Report 
19. Submission of report. Every authority other than the 
Government empowered to impose any of the penalties specified 
in Rule 6 shall subunit to the Government in the administra 
tive department concerned a quarterly statement of cases where 
any of the aforesaid penalties have been imposed or where a 
Government servant is suspended during the pendency of a 
departmental enquiry . Every appellate authority other than 
the Government shall likewise submit a quarterly statement of 
cases disposed of to the Government in the administrative 
department. 

20. Revision. Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
Rules in cases where there is a grave miscarriage of justice or 
an error apparent on the fact of the record , it is open to an 
authority to call for the record of cases in which disciplinary 
action has been taken by an authority subordinate to it and 
to pass such orders as it may consider necessary . The revis 
ing authority shall state the circumstances and the reasons 
under which the revised order was passed and shall also consult 
the Public Service Commission in cases where the original order 
was passed in consultation with the Public Service Commission : 

Provided that no revision shall be entertained after the 
expiry of a period of one month from the date of passing the 
order .

fifteen days from today. The workmen gave up their right, if 
any , for any future employment in the establishment. 

The deed of settlement embodying the terms of the com 
promise was signed by the parties and their advocates in Court 
in my presence . The deed of settlement is given below as 
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annexure . I accept the deed of settlement and pass the award 
accordingly . This award will become enforceable after the ex 
piry of thirty days of its publication in the Travancore -Cochin 
Government Gazette .

AWARD . 
Government had formerly referred this dispute to the 
Trivandrum Tribunal and it was pending adjudication there as 
1. D. No. 195/56. Subsequently after the creation of the 
Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey the Government by order No. L. 
Dis . 23187 / 1955 /DD ., dated 8-5-56 recalled and re-referred 
the dispute to this tribunal for adjudicating upon the follow 
ing matters: 
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( 1) Whether Sri P. G. Mathew of St. Mary s Estale is 
entitled to the salary and allowances as per the recommend 
ations of the Association of Planters ( Travancore ) contained 
in their Circular No. 168, dated 5th May 1948 with retrospective 
effect. 

(2 ) Is the transfer and subsequent discharge of Sri P. G. 
Mathew justiñable ? To what reliefs if any is he entitled to 

if it is not justifiable , 
if it is justifiable ? 

In pursuance to the order of reference I have registered 
the dispute as I. D. 33/56 of this cours and issued summons to 
parties on 9-5-56 . The parties entered appearance on 15-6-56 , 
Both sides did not claim a denovo trial. They filed a joint 
statement on 15-6-56 to the effect that they were willing to 
continue the dispute before this Tribunal from the stage where 
it was left over. On the same day the Union had also filed 
their claim statement. The Employers filed their counter -state 
ment on 10-7-56 to which the Uaion filed a replication on 4-8-56. 
When the case came up for evidence on 14-9-56 .both parties 
expressed 

their willingness to compromise the dispute . 
Accordingly the following compromise petition was drawn up 
in Court. Mr. K. J.Kuncheriya the Director, Sri P. G. Mathew , 
the workman involved in the dispute and Mr. K. Bhanu , the 
Regional Secretary of the Union have signed the petition in 
my presence . The compromise petition is appended hereunder 
as Annexure A and will form part of the records in the case . 
The terms in the petition are accepted . I pass . this award in 
terms thereof. The reference is answered accordingly . No. 
order as to costs .

1. This dispute between Sri N. J. Mathew , Managing Pro 
prietor M / S Auto -Supply Co., Boat Jetty Ward , Alleppey (here 
under referred to as the management) and the workmen of the 
G. 3450. 
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above said Company represented by the Travancore Mercantile 
Employees Association , Alleppey (here -in -after referred to as 
the Union ) was referred for adjudication to the Trivandrum Tri 
bunal and was pending there as I. D. 15/55. Subsequently , 
after the Constitution of the Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey, Gov. 
ernment by their Order No. L. Dis. 26240 / 56 / DD . dated 30-5-56 
recalled and re - referred the self-same dispute to this Tribunal. 
The matters in dispute between the parties as shown in the 
Annexure to the order of reference are as follows : 
(i) Whether the discharge of SriM. Sainudeen is justi 

fiable ? 

To what relief is he entitled in case 
(a ) the discharge is justifiable ? 

(b ) the discharge is not justifiable ? 
(ii ) Whether any arrears of pay is due to him and if so how 

much ? 
2. Pursuant to the order of reference I have registered 
the dispute as I. D.64/56 on the file of this Court and issued 
summons to parties on 1-6-56 . The Union representative Sri C. 
Jayadevan entered appearance on 20-6-56 . Nobody for the 
management was present on that day , summons to them having 
been returned served by affixture on the ground that Sri N. J. 
Mathew was not in Station . The case was adjourned to 6-7-56 . 
On this day also the Union representative alone was present. 
He put in a petition praying that summons to Sri N. J.Mathew 
may once again be sent to Thoppumpadi Cochin where he is 
doing business at present. The petition was allowed , and sum 
mons issued acknowledgement due by post on 9-7-56 . Sri N. J. 
Mathew accepted the summons on 14-7-56 but did not appear on 
2-8-56 to which date the case was posted . The case was again 
adjourned to 31-8-56 and last notice ordered to the management. 
Sri N. J. Mathew accepted the last notice also sent acknowledge 
ment due by post on 10-8-56 butwas absent on 31-8-56 as well . 
The Union representative was present on all the posting dates. 
Sri N. J. Mathew was absentthroughout without any justifying 
circumstance . Therefore I have declared him exparte on 31-8-56 
and posted the case to 15-9-56 for exparte evidence by Union . 
On 15-9-56 the workman Sri M.Sainudeen and the Union repre 
sentative Sri C. Jayadevan were present. The Union wanted to 
examine only the workman. Accordingly he was examined as 
WW1. 

3. From the records received from the Trivandrum Tribu 
nal it could be seen that Union had filed their claim -statement 
on 13-4-1955 the management had filed their written statement 
on 3-5-1955 and that the Union had filed their list ofwitnesses 
on 5-5-1955. 

4. The Union s case briefly, stated in this. Sri M. Sainu 
deen was appointed by the Employer Company in the month of 
June 1951 as an attendant on a monthly salary Rs. 37-8-0 and 
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that he was promised an increment of salary from 1952 onwards 
and that when he demanded the increment the management 
terminated his services without any notice or reasonable cause 
on 10-9-1953 and that he was subjected to ill- treatment and 
victimisation and that an amount of Rs. 77-8-0 is due to him as 
arrears of salary. It is also alleged that immediately after his 
unjustifiable discharge, Sri M. Sainudeen lodged a complaint 
with the Labour department and that the management did not 
care to attend the conciliation conferences convened by the 
Labour Officer or the Conciliation Officer . 

5. On the other hand, Mr. N. J. Mathew would contend in 
his written statement that he is the sole proprietor of Auto 
Supply Company of Travancore , Boat Jetty , Alleppey and that 
his business consists in purchase and sale ofmachinery , lub -oils 
etc , on commission basis only and that he is exempted from 
paying Income Tax and that he has closed down his Company 
due to failure of business and Sri M. Sainudeen has been en 
gaged only as a cooly for loading and unloading goods and that his 
wages have been paid then and there and that he was never in 
his permanent employment and that nothing is due to him on 
account of arrears of salary and that therefore has no ground to 
be reinstated. 

6. I shall now consider the issues seriatim . 

Issue I. Sri M. Sainudeen swears as WW1 that he was em 
ployed by the management as an attendant on a monthly salary 
of Rs. 37-8-0 . Srị N. J. Mathew does not deny the fact of em 
ployment in his written statement. His only contention is that 
Sri M. Sainudeen was a cooly engaged by him for loading and 
unloading goods on piece rate basis. With regard to discharge 
themanagement has not got anything to say in their statement. 
In the nature of the laches on the part of the management 
I think I have to rely on the testimony of the workman . 
I believe him . On merits his claim is sustainable . Therefore I 
find that the discharge of Sri M. Sainudeen is not justifiable . 
With regard to consequential reliefs, eventhough Sri N. J. 
Mathew would contend in his written statement that he has 
closed down his business at Alleppey there is evidence in the 
acknowledgement of postal service signed by himself to show 
that he is also carrying on business at Thoppumpadi Cochin . 
Hence I have no hesitation in directing the management to re 
instate the said workman Sri Sainudeen within fifteen days of 
the coming into operation of this award with all his back arrears 
of salary from 10-9-1953 till date of reinstatement at the rate of 
Rs. 37-8-0 per mensem . Issue found in favour of the Union . 

7. Issue II. WW1swears that at the time of his discharge 
a sum of Rs. 77-8-0 was due to him from the Company as arrears 
of salary. On this point as well I can only act on the testimony 
of the workman . I find that there was arrears of salary for the 
workman at the time of his discharge on 10-9-1953 and that the 
amount is Rs. 77-8-0. The management is hereby directed to 
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Issue found in 


disburse this amount also to Sri M. Sainudeen on the date of this 
reinstatement as per my finding on Issue I. 
favour vf the Union . 

8. Sri C. Jeyadevan presses for costs to the Union . The 
conduct of the management in absenting themselves from the 
Court after having duly accepted service of summons twice 
cannot be viewed with leniency . This is a fit case in which the 
management should pay costs to the Union . I assess the costs as 
Rs. 50 . 

9. I pass this award in terms specified above and this will 
come into operation from the date of its publication in the 
Government Gazette under Section 17 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act 1947.

(45 OF 1956 ) 

AN 

ACT 
to provide for the regulation of the prices charged for news 

papers in relation to their pages and of matters con 
nected therewith for the purpose of preventing unfair 
competition among newspapers so that newspapers may 

have fuller opportunities of freedom of expression . 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title, extent and duration . ( 1) This Act may be 
called the Newspaper (Price and Page ) Act, 1956 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India except the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir . 

( 3 ) It shall cease to have effect on the expiration of a 
period of five years from its commencement except as res 
pects things done or omitted to be done before the expiration 
thereof, and section 6 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 ( 10 of 
1897 ) shall apply on the expiry of this Act as if it had then 
been repealed by a Central Act. 

2. Definitions. In this Act , unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

( a ) " daily newspaper " means a newspaper which is 
published on not less than six days in a week , and in 
cludes any supplement or special edition of such newspaper ; 

(b ) "newspaper" means any printed periodical work 
containing public news or comments on public news appearing 
at intervals of not more than a week . 

3. Power to regulate prices and pages of newspapers , etc. 
( 1 ) If the Central Government is of opinion that for the 
purpose of preventing unfair competition among newspapers so 
that newspapers generally and in particular , newspapers with 
smaller resources and those published in Indian languages may 
have fuller opportunities of freedom of expression , it is neces 
sary or expedient so to do, the Central Government may , from 
time to time, by notification in the Official Gazette, make an . 
order providing for the regulation of the prices charged for 
newspapers in relation to their maximum or minimum number 
of pages, sizes or areas and for the space to be allotted for 
advertising matter in relation to other matters therein . 

( 2 ) An order under this section 

(a ) may be made in relation to newspapers generally 
or in relation to any class of newspapers ; 

(b ) may contain different provisions for daily news 
papers and newspapers appearing at other periodical intervals 
and for different classes of newspapers, and may, in particular, 
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make separate provisions for weekly editions of daily news 
papers whether appearing under the same title or not, and also 
for supplements or special editions of newspapers issued on 
special occasions; 

( c) shall be made relatable to such period of time as 
the Central Government may deem reasonable ; 

(d ) may provide for incidental or supplementary 
matters. 

( 3 ) An order under this section shall be made with due 
regard to the need for reasonable flexibility with reference to 
the fall of news, the flow of advertisements and other matters 
connected with the normal working of newspapers. 

( 4 ) Before making any order under this section , the 
Central Government shall consult associations of publishers , 
and such publishers likely to be affected by the order as it 
may think fit with respect to the action proposed to be taken . 

4. Prohibition of publication and sale of newspapers in 
contravention of order under section 3. No newspaper shall 
be published or sold in the territories to which this Act ex 
tends in contravention of any of the provisions of an order 
made under section 3 . 

5. Returns be furnished. by newspapers. For the purpose 
of verifying whether an order made under section 3 is being 
complied with or not, the Press Registrar appointed under 
the Press and Registration of Books Act, 1867, ( 25 of 1867) 
may , from time to time, direct the publisher of any newspaper 
to which such an order applies to furnish to him such weekly 
returns and statistics with respect to any of the particulars 
referred to in section 3 as the Press Registrar may , from time 
to time, require and the publisher of every newspaper shall 
comply with such direction . 

6. Penalties . ( 1) If any newspaper is published or sold 
in contravention of section 4 , the publisher of the newspaper 
shall, on first conviction , be punishable with fine which may 
extend to one thousand rupees and on any second or subse 
quent conviction , with fine which may extend to two thousand 
rupees. 

(2 ) If the publisher of any newspaper 

( a ) refuses or neglects to comply with any direction of

Short title and commencement. ( 1) This Act may be 
called the Indian Coconut Committee (Amendment ) Act, 1956 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central 
Government may , by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Amendment of section 2 . In section - 2 of the Indian 
Coconut Committee Act , 1944 ( 10 of 1944) (hereafter in this 
Act referred to as the principal Act) , 

(i) after clause (bb ), the following clause shall be 
inserted , namely :

(ii ) for the word " Madras ", the words " Bombay , Madras, 
Orissa , West Bengal,” shall be substituted ;

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(e ) for clause (g ), the following clause shall be substi 
tuted , namely : 

" (g ) three other persons, of whom two shall be elected 
from among themselves by the members of the House of 
the People and one shall be elected from among them 

selves by the members of the Council of States." 
4. Amendment of sections 9A , 10, 11, 12 and 13. In sections

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PART I 
THE NATIONAL HIGHWAYS ACT, 1956 

(48 of 1956 ) 

AN 

ACT 
to provide for the declaration of certain highways to be national 

highways and for matters connected therewith . 
BE it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title , extent and commencement. ( 1 ) This Act may 
be called the National Highways Act, 1956 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Declaration of certain highways to be national highways. 
( 1) Each of the highways specified in the Schedule except such 
parts thereof as are situated within any municipal area is hereby 
declared to be a national highway . 

( 2 ) The Central Government may , by notification in the 
Official Gazette, declare any other highway to be a national 
highway and on the publication of such notification such high 
way shall be deemed to be specified in the Schedule. 

(3 ) The Central Government may , by like notification, omit 
any highway from the Schedule and on the publication of such 
notification , the highway so omitted shall cease to be a national 
highway. 

3. Definition . In this Act, "municipal area ” means any 
municipal area with a population of twenty thousand or more 
the control or management of which is entrusted to a municipal 
committee , a town area committee, a town committee or any 
other authority. 

4. National highways to vest in the Union . All national 
highways shall vest in the Union , and for the purposes of this 
Act " highways" include 

(i) all lands appurtenant thereto, whether demarcated 
or not ; 

( ii ) all bridges, culverts, tunnels, causeways, carriage 
ways and other structures constructed on or across such 
highways ; and 

(iii ) all fences, trees, posts and boundary, furlong and 
mile stones of such highways or any land appurtenant to 

such highways . 
5. Responsibility for development and maintenance of 
national highways. It shall be the responsibility of the Central 
Government to develop and maintain in proper repair all 
national highways ; but the Central Government may , by notifi 
cation in the Official Gazette , direct that any function in relation 
to the development or maintenance of any national highway 
shall, subject to such conditions, if any, as may be specified in 
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the notification , also be exercisable by the Government of the 
State within which the national highway is situated or by any 
officer or authority subordinate to the Central Government or 
to the State Government. 

6. Power to issue directions. The Central Government may 
give directions to the Government of any State as to the carry 
ing out in the State of any of the provisions of this Act or of 
any rule, notification or prder made thereunder: 

7. Fees for services or benefits rendered on national highways. 
( 1) The Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, levy fees at such rates as may be laid down by rules 
made in this behalf for services or benefits rendered in relation 
to the use of ferries, temporary bridges and tunnels on national 
highways . 

(2 ) Such fees when so levied shall be collected in accord 
ance with the rules made under this Act . 

( 3 ) Any fee leviable immediately before the commence 
ment of this Act for services or benefits rendered in relation 
to the use of ferries, temporary bridges and tunnels on any high 
way specified in the Schedule shall continue to be leviable under 
this Act unless and until it is altered in exercise of the power 
conferred by sub -section ( 1 ) . 

8. Agreements with State Governments or municipalities. 
Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act, the Central 
Government may enter into an agreement with the Government 
of any State or with any authority entrusted with the control 
or management of any municipal area in relation to the develop 
ment or maintenance of the whole or any part of a national 
highway situated within the State or, as the case may be, in 
relation to the development or maintenance of any such part 
of a highway situated within a municipal area as is referred to 
in sub - section ( 1 ) of section 2 and any such agreement may 
provide for the sharing of expenditure by the respective parties 
thereto . 

9. Power to make rules . ( 1 ) The Central Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, make rules for carrying 
out the purposes of this Act. 

( 2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power , such rules may provide for all or any 
of the following matters, namely : 

(a ) the manner in which, and the conditions subject to 
which , any function in relation to the development or main 
tenance of a national highway or any part thereof may be 
exercised by the State Government or any officer or autho 
rity subordinate to the Central Government or the State 
Government ; 

(b ) the rates at which fees for services rendered in rela 
tion to the use of ferries, temporary bridges and tunnels 
on any national highway may be levied and the manner in 
which such fees shall be collected ; 

(c ) the periodical inspection of national highways and 
the submission of inspection reports 

the Central Govern 
ment ; 
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(d ) the reports on works carried out on national high 
ways; 

(e ) any other matter for which provision should be made 
under this Act . 
10. Laying of notifications, rules, etc., before Parliament. 
All notifications or agreements issued or entered into under 
this Act shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament as soon 
as may be after they are issued or entered into and all rules 
made under section 9 shall be laid for not less than thirty days 
before both Houses of Parliament as soon as may be after they 
are made, and shall be subject to such modifications as Parlia 
ment may make during the session in which they are so laid 
or the session immediately following .

No place within the Panchayat area shall be used for any one or more of the 
purposes mentioned in the table of license fees appended , without a license from 
the Executive Authority of the Panchayat or member or officer authorised by him . 

2. Applications for licenses shall be made in writing to the Executive Authority 
or member or Officer authorised by him in the prescribed printed form ,which can 
be had at the Panchayat Office on payment of two annas each,along with the license 
fee prescribed for, as per the table of license fees annexed . 
3. Every licensee shall observe the following directions: 

i. He shall at the close of every working day cause the place to be cleaned . 

ii. He shall at the same time cover all refuse, fragments of animals or other 
matter which have fallen or been deposited upon any part of the place or premises 
to be collected and placed in a suitable receptacle to the satisfaction of the Executive 
"Authority or member or Officer authorised by him . 

4. The licensee shall cause every part of the internal surface of the walls of any 
building and every floor and pavement upon the said premises to be keptatall times 
in good order and repair so as to prevent the absorption therein of any liquid , filth 
or refuse or any noxious or injurious matter which may be splashed or may fable 
therein . 

5. The licensee shall cause every drain or means of drainage upon or in connec 
tion with the said premises to be maintained at all times in good order or repair. 

6. No person suffering from eruption of skin of any sort or affected with leprosy 
or open sore shall be employed on any premises used for the trade. 

The licensee shall put a sign -board containing his name together with the 
No. and purpose of the license, in a conspicuous part of the place in respect of which 
the license is granted. 

8. A breach of any of these bye-lawsshall be punishable with a fine which may 
extend to fifteen rupees and in case of a continuing breach with fine which may 
extend to five rupees for every day during which the breach continues after con 
viction for the first breich .

Bye-law for the Control and Management of 

Slaughter Houses. 
1.- No person shall, without the written permission of the Executive Authority 
or otherwise than in conformity with such written permission slaughter, cut up 
or skin or permit to be slaughtered, cut up or skinned, any cattle, buffalo , sheep , 
goat or pig in any place within the Panchayat area other than a public or private 
slaughter house provided by the Panchayat. 

The Executive Authority may allow any animal to be slaughtered in such 
places other than temples within the Panchayat area as he thinks fit on occasions 
of festivals and ceremonies or as a special measure . 

3. No person shall without a license from the Executive Authority or otherwise 
than in conformity with such license slaughter or permit to be slaughtered within 
the Panchayat area any cattle , buffalo, goat or pig for purposes of sale to the public. 

4. The Executive Authority may authorise any person to slaughter without a 
license and without the payment of any fee any animal for the purpose of a religious 
ceremony in a place other than a temple or its precincts. 

License fee for butchers shall be Re. 1 annually. 


5 . 
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6. No person shall be allowed to bring any cattle, sheep , goat, buffalo or pig 
in the Slaughter House without the payment of an admission fee of annas eight (As. 85 
per bullock, cow , or buffalo and annas four (As. 4) for a sheep , goat or pig. 

7. The Panchayatmay farm out a public Slaughter House as a whole for a period 
not exceeding one year to the highest bidder subject to the following condition : 

The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the whole term and when 
let on the monthly payment system one month s rent shall always be deposited in 
advance as earnest money and the rent for every month shall be paid in the Panchayat 
office before the 15th of that month , in default of which the contract and the original 
deposit shall be liable to be forfeited and the lessee shall be responsible for any loss 
which may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private contract. An 
amounts due from the lessee shall be recoverable under the provisions of the Revenue 
Recovery Act 

8. The fees prescribed shall be paid at the entrance of the Slaughter House to 
the officer appointed by the Executive Authority or to the lessee or his authorised 
agent for the purpose and a receipt obtained from him . 

The butchers and their agents shall register their names with the Exe 
Authority from time to time. 

10. Every applicant to slaughter animals shall produce before the Executive 
Authority a certificate of health from a registered medical practitioner, along with 
his application. 

The license shall be granted on payment of the annual fee prescribed for

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Every application for a license to open a private Slaughter House shall be 
in the form annexed hereto and shall be accompanied by the opinion of the Public 
Health Officer of the Department as to the fitness of the place for use as a Slaughter 
House and a plan in duplicate of such place showing clearly the several portions 
thereofproposed to be used as slaughtering yard , skinning place, and arriving room etc. 

13. License shall be granted on payment of the prescribed fee, shall specify the 
name of the holder and shall not be transferable. 

- 14. Every public or private Slaughter House shall be situated in open ground 
at a distance of not less than 300 feet from the nearest human habitation or well or 
other source of domestic water supply and 100 feet from any public road . 

15. Slaughtering of animals shall be permitted only during day time between 
6 to 11 a , m , and 2 to 6 p . m . 

16. No sale ofmeat shall be permitted in any public or private Slaughter House , 
but offal and skins may be sold in such places as may be assigned therein for such 
purposes from 10 to 11_a. m . and 2 to 6 p . m ,

and the orders issued by the Executive Authority or the officers authorised by him . 

18 . A breach or an abetment of a breach of any of the above bye-laws shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to fifteen rupees and when the breach is a 
continuing one with a further fine which may extend to five rupees every day after 
the first during which the breach continues.
